Self-Agitation 
O 
N E of the cauaei of avoidable trouble neglected 


in studies of the things that keep people from 
maximum efficiency in wartime Is self-agitation. 
Its victims are individuals who, because of per­ 
sonality traits they have not overcome, or excite­ 
ment and exhaustion which make them susceptible 
to irritation, are highly vulnerable to all sugges­ 


tions of trouble. 
They are a wartime problem just as truly as 
food 
shortages 
and 
transportation 
bottlenecks. 
Their hair-trigger 
tempers 
and 
susceptibility 
to 
suggestions of quarreling lie behind many of the 
fights that complicate the prosecution of the war. 
They are found at all levels of the population, from 
the highest positions In government and manage­ 
ment to the most obscure stations In the war 


plants. 
In the m ilitary organisation. Itself, they can be 
dealt with forthrightly. No chronic troublemaker 
would be tolerated in a submarine crew, but the 
discipline Is lacking to bar troublemakers from sim­ 
ilarly important points In the organisation behind 
the fighting men. There the problem they create 
must be handled either by the vague techniques 
of suggestion, or left entirely to the Individual s 
own power of discipline ever himself. 
The need for cool beads le not confined to the 
fighting fronts, but covers every activity of a na­ 
tion at war. The agltatori— who stir up trouble 
professionally— can be taken care of. If the self- 
agitators would take care of themselves, most of 
the besetting complications of maintaining the ef­ 
ficiency that can beat the Axle In the shortest 
possible time would disappear overnight.

whldh I often have had occasion to speak In 
this column Is manifesting Itself In numerous ways 
during these wartimes, the black market being one. 
One of these days I must ask the members of 
my congregation who have not in some manner 
patronized the black market, at least to the ex­ 
tent of a bit of Illicit beef or a grill of underhanded 
gasoline, to stand up and be counted. But at the 
moment I am concerned with a bleat from the tavern 
keepers of the nation. 
It seems that many of their customers are pur­ 
loining the flat ware, or table silver, in their es­ 
tablishments, walking out with knives, forks and 
spoon* and other articles of sliver that are most es­ 
sential to an eating joint, especially the knives, 
which a forthright eater must have to handle his 
mashed potatoes and other tidbits. 
Los* of such ware through the kleptomania of 
some patrons long has been an item with which 
owner* of restaurants, hotels, night clubs and plain 
beaneries have had to reckon. They always have al­ 
lowed for the evaporation In larcenous form of a 
certain amount of the ware, but since the war the 
thievery has reached 
prodigious 
proportion« 
be­ 
cause readily fenced, or sold, at good prices. 
S 
O M E of the tavern keepers attribute part of their 
losses to transient help in the dining rooms and 
kitchens. One man who Is In the business of fod­ 
dering the public told me recently that many of the 
bonlfaces were considering putting in change rooms 
for their employes like the old-time gold mines in 
my old home state of Colorado when high grade 
ore was worth copping. The miners were compelled 
to change clothes In these rooms coming on and 
going off shift. 
I told him the very suggestion wa.s undemocratlo 
and an unwarranted reflection on the honesty of 
my friends the restaurant employes. In fact 1 was 
so Incensed at the idea that I sent back an order 
of salad, thus depriving the restaurant guy of ad­ 
ditional revenue which added no little to the force 
of my rebuke. 
But even he admitted that the greater culprits 
In silver h’Lsting are now the customers. Some 
probably steal just a little to replenish the ebbing 
stock at home, but you know' very well that a guy 
or a doll who starts with stealing a dessert apooii 
soon can work up to a hot stove. I believe It no 
exaggeration that the yearly loss to the honifaces 
throughout the land in stolen silver Is a couple 
of millions of dollars. 


^ H E other night a restaurant man of my ac- 
I 
qualntance was tipped off by his head waiter 
that an elderly customer had pocketed some silver­ 
ware and mine host contrived to jostle against the 
old guy and give him a quick feel, which confirmed 
the waiter’s tip, There-upon, the restaurant boss 
made a thorough search of the oldie and brought 
to light more stuff than Harpo Marx used to shake 
out of his clothes In his old act. 
The customer not only had knives and forks, but 
a silver tray, a pair of salt and pepper shakers, 
a silver sugar bowl, a silver coffee pot end a few 
other odds and ends. He could offer no explanation 
for his larceny. Fortunately the restaurant man Is 
a kind hearted gee and besides was so happy over 
the recovery of his property that he did not call 
the OGPU.

In where an angel would fear to tread, is that they 
are not quite edible. 
That was asking for it. Anything Is edible In a 
pinch. EJdibllity is a relative state. Sea gull Is good 
If you are hungry enough. Europeans regularly eat 
pets when the going get* tough. Starving men eat 
rodents— all kinds— with relish, and of course the 
French consider snails a delicacy. 
So It turns out that guinea pigs now are edible 
In the United States. W e are that hungry. Our cor* 
respondent’s husband ate guinea pig once and found 
It tasty. Our correspondent never has eaten any, 
but w ill take her old man’s word for It. He Is In 
the army, or he would speak for himself, she ex­ 
plains. 
She also sends a clipping explaining that guinea 
pigs are useful in testing serums, cosmetics and so 
on and are bringing as much as $1.35 a pound on 
the hoof, but points out that this isn’t far out of 
line with the price of some of the better knowrn 
meats. For all of this information we are grateful. 
As an old guinea pig man who once started to 
make a fortune in the business our course is clear. 
W e »hall have to tell young Tw ill about guinea pigs. 
He can pick up where we left off more than a 
quarter of a century ago. He can buy a pair of guinea 
pigs and get rich on paper. The guinea pig was just 
coming into its own in our day. A ll ambitious boys 
w'anted to be in on the ground floor of a sure thing. 
A ll you had to do. according to the prospectus, was 
Noah a pair of them Into a peu and wait. Meanwhile, 
you kept the pen clean and fed them a balanced 
diet of leafy green vegetables and bran. In due 
course of time the little pigs started tumbling off 
the end of the production line and each one would 
be worth enough to take your whole gang to the 
movies on Saturday afternoon. 
The prospectus was half right, at that. There were 
little guinea pigs galore, but they kept dying. The 
guinea pig population surged forward and back­ 
ward. and at the end of the year was stabilized at 
the original two. Meanwhile, the novelty was gone 
and. there being no meet shortage at the time, 
the two were knocked down for a song. 
It's going to be a cruel disappointment to young 
T w ill when he finds that the old man’s enthusiasm 
is based on roast guinea pig. not untold wealth.

Reuters, British hews agency, said in a dispatch from 
Sweden that the fallen Mussolini was captured whiie trying to 
escape from Italy to Germany. There was no immediate con­ 
firmation, but other dispatches from Switzerland said it was 
reported other leaders and cabinet members also are under 
arrest. 
Martial law was proclaimed throughout Italy as the new 
regime took over, but dispatches from Switzerland said the 
people apparently are accepting the sensational developments 
with comparative calm. 
Telephone communication between Switzerland and Italy has been 
reopened and railway traffic is moving smoothly, It wa* said.

He charged Greece with the re­ 
sponsibility and demanded a huge 
indemnity. Greece hesitated; Italy 
bombarded

Mussolini scorned the League of 
Nations. Italian demands eventual­ 
ly were met and Corfu wag evacuat­ 
ed

A triumph of Mussolini's states­ 
manship was the reconciliation of 


powers, he brought Ethiopia under 
Italian 
sovereignty 
in

months of fighting. He proclaim­ 
ed King Victor Emanuel emperor 
of Ethiopia. 
Germany supported Italy in the 
conquest of Ethiopia and Musso­ 
lini, In turn, supported Hitler on 
the remilitarization of the Rhine­ 
land. Out of this grew the Rome- 
Berlln axis, which 
changed 
the 
political picture in Europe. 
In 1938, Germany invaded Aus­ 
tria and annexed it to the reich. 
Mussolini hailed the move. 


Europe. 
H itler took over the Sudeten sec­ 
tion of Czechoslovakia, later other 
parts of the country and the state 
set up after the world war, ceased 
to exist. Mussolini 
warmly con­ 
gratulated Hitler. 
Mussolini, meanwhile demanded 
concessions In Djibouti, the Suez 
canal and Tunisia from France, 
but nothing concrete developed.

He referred to America as a 
"pluto-democracy". He Jibed at Its 
"backwardness" In social welfare 
legislation; called it a nation of 
"warmongers”. 


When President Roosevelt sent 
a note to Mussolini and Hitler 
asking for a guarantee of at least 
IO years against further aggies 
slons in Europe both scornfully

Mussolini referred to the Freed

did not even 
formally reply to 
the President,

ridicule It in a speech. 
Six known attempts were made 
to kill Mussolini. 
His dynamic character appealed 
to the

imagination 
He 
adored

working or merely moving. 
He enjoyed piloting an airplane; 
was an expert fencer and hoi se- 
man. As a fiery, theatrical orator 
he aroused immense openair audi­ 
ences to enthusiasm.

His 
family life 
was

apart from the public. Donna or 
“Lady” Rachele, as Signora Mus­ 
solini was known, was of lowly 
origin and never socially trained, 
but won the respect of the people 
with her discreetness.

PUBLISHER DIES 
OF GUN WOUNDS 


Bullet Of Assassin Fatal To 


John S. McCarrens, 74

Kobbak. at one time affiliated 
with H ungarian and German tan 
guage new spapers here, shot him ­ 
self in the head. Wounded in the

McCarrens twice president of the 
American 
Newspaper 
Publishers’ 
association and an A.N.A.P. direc­ 
tor, told associates on his way to 
the hospital that Kobbak had made 
an appointm ent with him to dis­ 
cuss starting another new spaper in 
Cleveland. 
McCarrens joined the Plain Deal­ 
er as advertising m anager in 1914 
after serving as advertising execu­ 
tive for various departm ent stores 
here. 
A native of Freeport, Pa., he 
started his Cleveland business ca­ 
reer as a salesm an in a m en’s 
store. His acumen in writing ad­ 
vertising copy drew the attention 
of the new spaper and he entered 
newspaper work upon the sugges­ 
tion of the late E. H. Baker, presi­ 
dent of the Plain Dealer Publish­ 
ing Co. 
In 1920, McCarrens became busi­ 
ness m anager and in 1932 rose to 
general manager. After the Forest 
City Publishing Co., which oper­ 
ates both the Plain 
Dealer and 
Cleveland News, was formed, he 
was named administrative execu­ 
tive. 
Upon the death of Ben P. Bole 
two years ago, McCarrens became 
president of the company.

which a fo rth rig h t e ater m ust have to handle his 
m ashed potatoes and o th er tidbits. 
Loss of such w are through the kleptom ania of 
som e patrons long has been an item w ith which 
ow ners of restau ran ts, hotels, n ight clubs and plain 
beaneries have had to reckon. They alw ays have al­ 
lowed for the evaporation in larcenous form of a 
c ertain am ount of the w are, but since th e w ar the 
thievery has 
reached 
prodigious 
proportion# be­ 
cause readily fenced, or sold, a t good prices.

OME of the tavern keepers attrib u te part of their 
losses to tran sie n t help in the dining room s and 
kitchens. One m an who is in the business of fod­ 
d ering the public told m e recently th at m any o f the 
bonifaces w ere considering putting in change room s 
for th e ir em ployes like the old-tim e gold m ines in 
my old hom e state of Colorado when high grade 
ore w as w orth copping. The m iners w ere com pelled 
to change clothes in these room s com ing on and 
going off shift. 
I told him the very suggestion was undem ocratic 
and an unw arranted reflection on the honesty of 
m y friends the re sta u ra n t em ployes. In fact I was 
so incensed a t the Idea th at I sent back an o rd er 
of salad, thus depriving the re sta u ra n t guy of ad­ 
ditional revenue which added no little to the force 
of my rebuke. 
B ut even he adm itted th at th e g re ater culprits 
in silver h ’lsting a re now the custom ers. Some 
probably steal ju st a little to replenish the ebbing 
stock a t home, but you know very well th at a guy 
o r a doll who sta rts w ith stealin g a d essert spoon 
soon can w ork up to a hot stove. I believe it no 
exaggeration th a t the yearly loss to the 'bonifaces 
throughout the land in stolen silver is a couple 
of m illions of dollars.
